Prof Horace F Major offers a rem
edy for the pest According to Profes
sor Major it is the only practical method
but is not a new one having been ued
for anumber of years The method sim
ply consists of spraying the lawn with
sulphate of iron two or three times dur- -

the summer

The main reason tliat iron sulphate
has notbeen used to eradicate the dan ¬

delion says Professor Major Is that
it is expensive and can only be bought
in car load lots Private owners do not
need such large quantities and large in--

Utitutioni such as the Uniiersitr do not
have sufficient funds to use it

In order to do away with the dande
lion it is necesury to kill the roots
plant and the seeds Iron sulphate is the
only thing that accomplishes all that
without injury to tie grass Experi
ments have been carried out in New
York and have been very successful
The only effect that the chemical have
upon the grass 19 a slight darkening of
the color

Professor Majors advocates the ue of
iron sulphate by communities so that a
spraying machine and a large amount of
the chemical can be bought and used co
operaticly The barrel spray used ap-

plying

the sulphate is operated by lo
men and costs about 30 -

Outside of the use of sulphate of Iron
the only solution for the problem ii to get
down on your knees and dig them out by
the roots according to Professor Majors

Farmers Many Times Repaid

Hog cholera loss in New Madrid Coun-

ty

has been reduced in three years to
line sixth what it was prior to the or-

ganization
¬

of the farm bureau and the
employment of a county agent One
of the first projects undertaken by this
farm bureau at the time of its organiza ¬

tion April 1 1918 was a hog cholera
survey of every school district In the
county Ty this means it was determin
ed that the farmers of New Madrid coun ¬

ty in the year immediately preceding had
lost by cholera 12440 hogs worth J1B6

600
The survey has been repealed every

year and now the fourth annual report
has been announced by County Agent
II C llensley who has been in active
charge of the work throughout the three--
year period The survey has been mere
ly a part of an aggressive campaign for
cholera prevention
